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 MISSOULA – Smoke may be visible for the next few weeks in the Wilson Creek 

drainage northeast of Helmville as the Bureau of Land Management and Forest Service 

burn about 300 acres. 

 According to officials the prescribed burn should take three to six days to 

complete depending on weather conditions.  The goal is to reduce the amount of 

Douglas-fir trees encroaching into grassy meadows.  The burn will stimulate shrub 

growth on big game winter range and minimize hazardous fuels in the area.
